This news came from Washington 
shortly before noon today. It .was 
stated also that the aged banker 
would ba released from the prison 
within a few hours. 

The tidings were conveyed to Richard 
Walsh and Mrs. John R. Walsh by 
tclephone, and Richard said he would 
start at once to the Federal peniten- 
tiary to accompany his father back to 
Chicago. 

Richard Walsh refused to make 
known the plans of his father for the 
future. 

From reliable eokroes, however, it was 
learned that Walsh would engage in 
tne coal business with his son, with the 
hope of becoming a coal king, just as 
te had become financial king of the 
West. 

His friends refuse to believe that he 
will pass the remainder of his years in 
sorrow over his failure in the banking 
business. 

Thousands of friends are eager to note 
the change, if any, that 18 months in 
1r'son have wrought on Walsh. 

Some say his spirit is broken, that his 
health is impaired, and that he will re- 
avire a long rest before he will be able 
to take up the strands of his business 
that remain. Others maintain that 
Walsh is in good health. 

The granting of the parole was an- 
nounced by Attorney-General Wicker- 
sliam, whose approval of the recommen- 
dation of the Parole Board was the only 
formality. required for the prisener’s 
release. 


Walsh's Rise and Fall. 
The rise and fall of John R. Walsh on

When he landed in the United States at 
the age of 13 years he had scarcely a 
dollat in his pocket, shortly before his 
banks were closed in 1905, he was re- 
puted to be worth approximately $6,000,- 
000, 

In the interim Walsh had organized 
three banks, built up a system of rail- 
roads, stone quarries and coal es; 
he had financed half a dozen other in- 
stitutions, including three newspapers, 
and had made himself a powerful dic- 
tator in politics. 

Finally, in 1906, the Treasury Depart- 
ment at Washington sent a special rep- 
resentative to Chicago with the result 
that Walsh was questioned concerning 
loans. The Government's representative 
objected to the collateral held by the 
Chicago National Bank. Walsh at that 
time was asked to get rid of it.) ~..is; 
the Government later contended, Walsh 
failed to do. A joint examination of 
three banks was made by the State and 
Federal authorities in December, 196, 
when it was found that the -$25,000,0 
deposits approximate!y $12,000,000 were 
represented by the paper and mencerer 
of Walsh enterprises. 

The banks were closed December, 1905, 
and in March, 1906, Walsh was arrested 
on a charge $f violating the Federat 
banking laws. Jan. 9%, 1907, an indict- 
ment fontaining 182 counts, alleging 
misapplication of banking funds, was 
returned. Walsh was sentenced to five 
years and had been in Leavenworth 
/penitentiary since January, 1910.

Mrs. Reedy, who suffered severe burns 
on her hands and arms in saving some 
of her husband’s most treasured manu- 
scripts, mourned the loss of her pet 
collie, Bermodes, who perished in the 
flames while employes of the Clonmel 
datry, adjoining the house, were endeav- 
oring to save him. 

Neighbors had to restrain her from 
running into the building a moment be- 
fcre the walls fell, so great was her 
desire to rescue the pitifully yelpirg 
animal. 

Only Four Chimneys Stood. 

When Reedy reached the place at 11:30 
a. m. after a taxicab dash from his 
downtown office—he declared the dis- 
tance was covered in 20 minutes—he 
found only the four outer chimneys of 
the old house standing. The house was 
formerly the Pullis mansion, and was 
built in 1872. 

It was a three-story frame building 
with 14 rcoms, and was considered one 
of the handsomest residences’ in 
its section of St. Louis County. Reedy 
and his wife had owned and occupied 
it since their marriage, three years ago. 

After Reedy’s arrival, Mrs. Reedy, 
in-spite of the burns on her hands and 
the scorehing, of her clothes, which her 
jhushband compared to a scarred battle- 
flag, cooked dinner on a fire made on 
the lawn from the embers of the dwell- 
ing. Two kegs of beer aided the 
Reedys in? entertaimng the neighbors 
and employes who had saved outbuild- 
ings, -and prevented the fire from 
spreading to the dairy. 

Cold Cream Saved. 

Although too much agitated to eat 
with her guests, Mrs. Reedy amused 
them by showing them a quart jar of 
cold cream, which she had carried with 
her on her first dash from the house, 
while her negro maid, Alice Thompson, 
was saving her jewelry and clothing. 
The maid’s lament, that she had not 
had time to save her own clothing, 
ceased when’ Mrs. Reedy assured her 
that she would provide her with a new 
wardrobe. 

The fire was caused by the falling of 
a’ chimney pipe in the bathroom, where 
a fire had-been built in a small coal 
stove. It first broke out at 10 a. m.. 
and the portieres were ignited. Mrs. 
Reedy heard the chimney fall, and 
called some of the 15 emploves of the 
dairy. They threw water on the fire, 
and apparently put it out, then re- 
turned to thetr work.

Millionaire in Tax Dispute De- 
nies That He Naméd Hotter 
Destination. 








Julius J. Schotten, millionaire head of 
tu.e tea and coffee firm of William 
Schotten & Co., is'sure he did not in- 
vite the St. Louis County Board of 
Equalization ‘‘to go to hell.”” The near- 
est he came to it, he says, was to in- 
vite them to go to St. Louls. He is at 
a loss to account for Chief Deputy 
Assessor Oliver Jacobsmeyer of Clayton 
getting two such widely separated lo- 
calities confused. 

Jacobsmeyer told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Tuesday that he was positive 
that: Schotten not only said that the 
board could go to hell, but that it could 
go straight there, and that Schotten 
was willing to sign his name to tue in- 
vitation on the back of his tax return. 

Asserts He Didn’t Mention It, 

Schotten came to the Post-Dispatch 
office to tell his side of it. He said he 
told Jacobsmeyer that he paid taxes 
in St. Louis as well as in Clayton, 
and that if the Board of Equalization 
wanted to find out about it that was 
the place they could go to. He sup- 
pores Jacobsmeyer misunderstood him 
te invite them to go to hell, but says 
he is certain he did not mention such 
a place. 

He did not list his son’s automobile,- 
and is assessed in the city. He did not 
and is asesed in the city. He did not 
list his daughter’s car, because it is an 
old thing, not worth listing and he is 
going to get another for her. 

Schotten appeared before the Board 
of Equilization last year. He Was as- 
sessed $4150. The year before that he 
and his family were travelirg and he 
did not make any return, but he had 
paid taxes in the county for several 
years prior to that, and he is a large 
taxpayer in St. Louis. 

Scugtten strode into the Assessor's of- 
fice Monday and threw down a return 
blark. “I'm going to make my return,” 
he said to.Deputy Jacobsmeyer, “‘to 
keep that smart Aleck Assessor from 
calling me before the Board of Fqualiza- 
tion.” 

Rents His Piano. 
Jacobsmeyer accepted the return and 
Schotten went out, but he returned 
presently and said: “Say, in case some 
of my smart neighbors hear a piano in 
my house, I want to inform you that 
it doesn’t belong to me. I pay $10 a 
month rent for it. However, I am buy- 
ing a piano, to be delivered to my home 
in the city.” 

Jacobsmeyer said all right:and Schot- 
ten went out, but returned a third time, 
and stood watching the deputy assessor 
as he glanced over the return. 

Jacobsmeyer noticed that no automo- 
biles were listed. He had seen members 
of the family riding in two different 
machines. 

“Haven't you two automobiles?” asked 
the Deputy. 

“No,” answered Schotten. 

“TIT am going to make a note on the 
back of the return to have you called 
before the board next March,” said 
Jacobsmeyer. 

“If you do you will get licked for It.” 

“Don’t talk to me about a licking. 
Talk to my father.” 

Then Schotten said, according to 
Jacobsmeyer, “If that is necessary I will 
do that, too. You tell the Board of 
Equalization to go straight to hell, and 
if you will write it on the back of my 
return I will sign it.’’

St. Louis stockholders of the Western 
Magazine Publishing Co., 


the Columbian Magazine 


which was 
merged with 
Co. last June, and later absorbed by 
Hampton's Magazine, are deeply inter- 
ested in the Federal grand jury investi- 
gation in New York of the affairs of the 
consolidated publishing corporations. 
The Western Magazine Publishing Co. 
was promoted in St. Louis and has 
about 6000 stockholders. 

Frank Orff, formerly of St. Louis, is 
now president of the Columbian Ster- 
ling Magazine Co., formed ;out of the 
merger of the Columbian and Western 
companies, whith ‘is publishing: the 
Hampton-Columbian, Home and Sterling 
magazines and the American Woman's 
Review and Orff’s Poultry Journal. The 
Hampton- -Columbian is published in New 
York and the Sterling and other maga- 


zines in St. Louis. 

Books Ordered Produced. 
Subpenas, according to New York 
dispatches, have been issued for the 


books of the Columbian-Sterling com- 





pany, to find out whether the 16 per 
cent dividend promised by the Colum- 
bian Magazine was paid out of earnings 
of the corporation or out of the receipts 
of stock sales. 

The Western Magazine Publishing Co., 
which was incorporated in Delaware, 
but maintained headquarters in the 
Syndicate Trust Building in St. Louis, 
was merged with the Columbian com- 
pany in June. 

R. C. Haller, secretary of the West- 
ern Magazine Publishing Co., in letters 
sent out from St. Louis May. 20, 1911, 
announcing a meeting of stockhold- 
ers at Wilmington, Del., May 31, 1911, 
to consider the consolidation of the two 
corporations, said: 

“The above announcement (propos- 
ing consolidation of Western and 
Columbian companies) will doubtless 
inspire in each of our stockholders 
the same enthusiasm that it has in 
our directors. This is the greatest 
opportunity which has ever come to 
the Western Magazine Publishing 
Co., the privilege to unite with a cor- 


{ poration which has been the signal 


Success among new magazine enter- 
prises, a company which earned and 
paid during the past year 16 yer cent 
in dividends, a company which pub- 
lished two magazines, one of which, 
the Columbian, is of national repute. 
The management behind this cor- 
poration is recognized throughout 
the country as probably the most ag- 
gressive and up-to-date combination 
of men in the publishing business to- 
day, and their principal magazine is 
fast becoming the leader in popu- 
larity and earning power.” 
The stockholders of the Western 
Magazine Co. were asked to send 
their proxies to Haller wnless they 
could attend the Wilmington, Del.., 
meeting. Soon after the Columbian 
and Sterling magazines were merged 
they took over the Hampton Maga- 
zine and combined it with the Colum- 
bian. the first number being issued in 
October. 
The Orffs turned over the plants and 
subscription lists of the American 
Weman’s Review and Orff'’s Poultry 
Journal to the new corporation, taking 
$500,000 worth of stock for their interests. 
At this time the Poultry Review was 
earning in gross revenue about $1000 a 
year, and the expense of publishing it 
wae about $800. The American Woman'« 
Peview was clearing about $2000 a year. 
The Sterling Magazine, at the time of 
the merger of the Columbian and West- 
erm companies, was issuing about 10,000 
copies a month. 
Stock in the Western Magazine Pub- 
lishing Co. was sold throughout the 
West. Branch offices were opened in 
several different cities. to promote the 
sale of stock. Circulars Issued in No- 
vember, 1910, stated that 3500 stockhold- 
ers were then on the books. The num- 
ev has since been increased to 6000. 
Promised Dividend Unpaid. 
The circular issued last November 
made the announcement that the West- 
ern Publishing Co., on account of the 
great success of the Sterling Magazine 
would pay a dividend of 2 or 3 per cent 
on Jan. 15, 1911, on all stock issued and 
paid for before Nov. 30, 1910. 
The company sent out “notices Jan. 
16, 1911, the day after the first dividend 
had been promised, announcing that the 
directors had met Jan. 14 and decided 
after thorough deliberation not to pay 
a dividend, but to place the money 
which had been earned to the surplus 
account. No information was given as 
te the amount of earnings. Letters 
were quoted from purported prominent 
stockholders requesting that the earn- 
ings be converted into surplus.

The stock was~sold at $1 a share. In- 
vestors were urged to take at least $10 
worth of stock, and a two years’ sub- 
scription to. the Sterling Magazine.

Schlidht Heat, Light & Power 
Co. Alleges Patent Has Been 
Infringed Upon.

Suit for $450,000 damages for al- 
leged infringement of patent was 
filed in the United States ‘ District 
Court Tuesday by the Schlicht Heat, 
Light & Power Co. against the Wil- 
son Stove and Manufacturing Co, and 
James Wilson. 

Paul J. Schlicht, president of the 
Schlicht Company, Says many other 
suits are to be filed against stove 
companies here and all over. the coun- 
try which are alleged to have in- 
fringed his patent. 

The Schlicht patent is a device at- 
tached to smokepipe or chimney of 
stove or furnace for the admission of 
air which travels downward in con- 
tact with but in contrary direction 
to the products of combustion until 
it reaches the fire. Its advantages are 
economy of fuel and smoke preven- 
tion. It reverses the usual process 
of combustion, in which cold air is 
admitted from the bottom of the 
stove or furnace. The device has been 
in use since 1896. 

Defendant Concern Large. 

The Wilson Stove and Manuiacturing 
Co. has factories at Belleville and Valley 
Park and is a large manufacturer of 
stoves. The infringement is alleged to 
consist in attaching a device for the 
admission of a down draft cf air to a 
pipe separate from the smoke pipe, but 
the principle is declared to be the same 
as that of the Schlicht invention. 

The Schlicht campany has already suc- 
cessfully maintained an action for in- 
fringement against one company, 
Aeolipyle Company, in the United states 
Circuit Court for the Southern District 
of New York, and an accounting is in 
progress. 

Asks Three Times Amount. 

The Schlicht company asserts that it 

has sustained actual damages of $150,- 
000 by the alleged infringement of the 
Wilson company. In suing for $450,000 
the company avails itself of the privi- 
lege conferred by the United States 
statutes ef claiming three times the 
amount of the actual (@amages. 
James Wilson ‘was not at his home, 
4237 West Belle place, Tuesday, and in- 
quiry at downtown offices failed to lo- 
cate him.

‘He 
will ‘come back’ with his message to 
the living through a ward-heeler me- 
dium if he can find one. He seeks the 
medium of his social plane, and if he 
cannot find him will attempt to break 
through the band of ideal spirits sur- 
rounding a good medium and attempt to 
deliver his manifestation through him.” 


Evil Ones Come Back, 


That these evil spirits ‘“‘come back,”’ 
showing the presence in spirit land of 
all phases of social life and all planes 
of morality, is the best evidence of un- 
conditional immortality as promulgated 
by spiritualism, in the opinion of Howe. 

“If only saints, church deacons, and 
other holy persons came back to com- 
municate with the living we might be 
led to the conclusion that after all the 
old teachings were true—that only 
angels and spitits of the good are im- 
mortal,’ he said. “But when religious 
and irreligious, those who have lived 
strictly moral lives, and those who 
were moral transgressors, come back 
with their messages, it appears to be 
reasonable evidence that the immortal- 
ity of the human soul is a quality 
rather than a gift and is inherent in 
all individuals.’’ 

Control Told Untruths. 


That there are evil as well as good 
spirits in spirit land was verified re- 
cently in a seance in which he partici- 
pated, Dr. Howe declared. The trance 
medium in a psychie state in charge 
of the seance was asked why her con- 
trol sometimes told untruths in the 
delivery of messages to the living. 

“The answer we received through the 
medium was,’’ he said, “ ‘every year 
you people in earth life, by reason of 
your awful social conditions, send to 
spirit life thousands of murderers, liars, 
and thieves. Is it not reasonable to 
suppose that some of them might drift 
back and communicate with mortals?’ ’”’ 
Howe has traveled 7000 miles since 
June in the interests of spiritualism, 
and has lectured and conducted seances 


‘in that cause in almost every state in 


the Union. He is one of the speakers 
at the present convention and will give 
mnantfestations of his power. He lives in 
San Jose, Cal, and formerly was a 
printer. He carries a card in the Typo- 
grap*ical Union. He was a soldier in 
the Spanish-American War. During his 
boyhood he learned the brass-making 
trade. He is regarded by the delegates 
as one of the most expert mediums in 
the country. 

Reared a Methodist. 


He.was reared a Methodist, and;sung 
in church choirs until he was 20 years 
old. He says he was converted to spir- 
itualism by a woman medium he met at 
a secret lodge meeting, who told him of 
the presence near him of his grandfa- 
ther. Her accurate descriptions of his 
relative in spirit life, and the events of 
his life she told him causéd him to in- 
vestigate, and resulted in his taking up 
vp'ritualism, he said. 

As another evidence that spirits retain 
their strong life impulses, making that 
eembination of various mentalities in 
spirit land which proves individual mor- 
tality, How told of a seance he recently 
conducted in which a. spirit talked 
through him in a foreign language. 
‘“‘The spirit was apparently angry, but 
I could not understand his language or 
the meaning of his message,’’ he said. 
‘My control] seemed unable to explain 
the message. I asked my control what 
made the spirit angry., 


Looking for a Pit. 

‘“‘‘T am looking for the bottomiess pit, 
and can’t find it,’ ’’ the spirit sajyd, giv- 
ing his name through my control. 

‘When I told the name of the angry 
spirit to the audience, a Swedish woman 
in the room announced that she recog- 
nized the spirit as that of a Swedish 
minister she knew in his lifetime. She 
said that the preacher was intensely 
pious, and that he went insane over re- 
ligion and had drowned himself. 

“This was convincing proof to me that 
a religious fanatic retains his same 
views in the spirit land until he is 
taught higher ideals through an fntelli- 
gent medum.”’ 

Howe told of meeting an old friend 
in the spirit at a trumpet seance he at- 
tended a few.years ago. 

*] had a friend who was a trumpet 
medium, and I went to his home to at- 
tend a manifestation,’ he said. ‘‘When 
the circle was formed the trumpet spoke 
into my ear and a spirit asked me if I 
weuld sing ‘Wearing of the Green’ with 
hin. 

Spirit Helped Sing. 

“I answered in the affirmative, and 
several of the circle joined the spirit 
and me in the song. 

“The spirit then asked me if I did 
not know him. I told him I did not 
recognize him. He replied that his name 
was Dick Hogan and that he and I had 
worked together when we were boys. [I 
then recognized him as Dick Hogan, a 
boyhood chum. We had polished brass 
together in a Massachusetts watch fac- 
tory. The characteristics of his conver- 
sation and little things he related of his 
lifetime absolutely convinced me that it 
was Dick.” 

The delegates to the convention are 
unanimous in denouncing what they 
term “fake” and undeveloped mediums. 
‘Those mediums who deliver messages 
from evil spirits without investigating 
the social condition occupied in the life- 
time of the spirit, or who promise tw 
give certain information for a money 
consideration are considered by them ax 





' 
trolled by an evil spirit who does not 


tell the truth. If these persons could 
locate money or gold mines at will they 
would lecate the hidden wealth for 
themselves and get rich witheut the un- 
certainty of depending for a living on 
finding treasures for others."’ 

Messages and manifestations are prom- 
ised by mediums at the session Tues- 
day night at the convention hall. The 
morning and afternoon sessions each 
day are devoted to routine business of 
the organization.

POETIC ALLEGORY 
IN STAGE GUISE 


A Beautiful Picturing of Old 
Folk-Lore Legend Across 
the Footlights. 


ONE MAJESTIC MOMENT 


Impressive Spiritual Conflict Be- 
tween Pagan Soul and a 
Roadside Christ. 


By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 
OESY, rather than drama, holds 
b the stage at the Shubert this 
week, where Edith Wynne Mat- 
thison, in “The Piper’ of Josephine 
Preston Peabody's writing, is the cen- 
tral figure of a very beautiful produc- 
tion illustrating the folk-lore legend 
of which Browning's “Pied Piper of 
Hamelin” is the world-famous metrical 
utterance. 

A very noble loveliness attaches to 
this remarkable offering, in many res- 
pects the highest achievement of the 
short-lived New Theater Co. of New 
York, and one comes away from its 
performance with something of the feel- 
ing that might accompany a dream- 
ful child stealing out from a long after- 
noon’s communion with the fatries of 
ancient literature in some shadowy old 
library of the days of long ago. 

To all children, because all children 
are happily prone to the sweet rapture 
of making believe that the things of 
the imagination are as actual and pal- 
p.ble as the things of reality, this 
communion with the fantastic people 
of earth’s visionary lands, untraveled 
save by wayfarers who see with the 
mind’s eye as clearly as with the body’s, 
is a very dear delight indeed. 

Fortunately, too, there are certain 
grown folk who aever quite lose this 
joyous gift of childhood’s possessing, 
else would there be no poets and no 
poets’ audiences, and life itself would 
become a bleak and desolate thing in 
its living. 

It is to such elders as these that 
“The Piper” makes its appeal of intan- 
gible charm and of a certain intoxica- 
tion of the senses not unlike that of 
music’s own creation, the melodic con- 
tro) of the human imagination being so 
close akin to the poetic. 

Josephine Preston Peabody has made 
of her playhouse Piper of Hamelin 
Town a shrewdly ingenious figure of 
figment, as elusive as the air and, 
similarly, wholesome and grateful, at 
one and the same time baffling and sat- 
isfying, a truly contenting personage of 
that better world of dreams from which 
comes so much that is best worth hav- 
ing in a world that is ungratefully tin- 
clined to scoff at its dreamers. Edith 
Wynne Matthison so plays the Piper 
that not one whit of its fullest measure 
of charm is lost in the playing. 

Nevertheless, to those who have read 
the Browning poem and who come to 
tre Peabody play expecting to see the 
spell-weaving Piper of the English poet’s 
conceiving materialized across the foot- 
lhghts, there is a big surprise in store. . 


What they will see In reality is a cu- 
rious presentment of the Great God 
Prn instead, an astonishing Pan, gladly 


half-Pagan, reluctantly and resentfully |. 


balf-Christian, battling at all moments 
against an unwilling conviction that 
there is something higher in life than 
the ancient exuberant earth-worship of 
Paganism, a something that may be de- 
fied but cannot be overcome in the final 
Wrestling of body with spirit, the world- 
old warfare between mortal dust and 
immortal soul, 

In this strange Pagan-Christian Pan, 
now called The Piper, they will see, 
too, a stubbornly unhuman creature of 
the elfin realm, a pretty and yet .un- 
canny gnome of the woods and hedge- 
rows, who seems puzzlingly despiteful 
o” mother-love and of all the homely 
emotions upon which depends the soul- 
health of the human race. 


This note is sounded again and again 
in “The Piper,”’ inrentionaily, {t must 
be, because [ft rises far above the note 
of The Piper’s disgust with the avarice 
and greed, the stolid conventionality 
end the mock piety of Hamelin town, 
and, eventually, it gives occasion for 
the biggest and far and away the most 
dramatic moment in vosephine Preston 
Feabody’s play. 

The moment in question {is reached 
when The Piper, exulting in his pos- 
session of the children of Hamelin, se- 
duced from their mothers by the trre- 
sietible lure of his piping, contends, an- 
grily, against the holy influence of a 
wayside figure of the Christ—“the lonely 
man,” as one of the little Hamelin chil- 
Gren has called him—which is urging 
the child-gloating Pagan of the Pipe 
to restore the children to their mothers’ 
arms, 


Here, for a little while, and voiced 
with genuine poetic majesty, there is 
a splendid conflict between the Human, 
or earthly, and the Divine, or heavenly— 
@ very ancient conflict, as I have al- 
ready said, and one that always finds 
its ending in the triumph of divinity.

At noon the President addressed a 
great open air meeting on the vacant 
square at Fourth avenue and Jefferson 
street. He spoke for more than half an 
Four to a demonstrative and sympa- 
thetic crowd. 

Immediately after the meeting the 
President went to the residence of the 
former Secretary of the Interior, Rich- 
ard A. Ballinger, where he ate dinner, 
the other guests numbering less than 
@ dozen. ’ 

Frem the home of Ballinger the Presi- 
cent went direct to the harbor front, 
where a steamer was waiting to con- 
vey him across Puget Sound to the 
Fuget Sound Navy Yard at Bremerton, 
and then to Tacoma.

They are going just as official matter 
goes. Postoffice officials admitted that 
the President’s political speeches were 
franked as are regular official docu- 
ments. They’ are sent in an envelope 
bearing this mark in the left-hand upper 
corner: 
The White House.

There is nothing’else on the envelope 
save the address of the paper to which 
it is sent and a cancellation mark. 
The press association men in charge 
here do not attempt to make any secret 
of the fact that Taft’s campaign ad- 
dresses to the people are franked to 
newspapers that take their service. The 
local manager of the Associated Press 
said that the Postmaster-General had 
ruled upon that point for his organiza- 
tion. 

Postmaster-General Hitcheock and 
First Assistant Postmaster-General Gran- 
field both being out of the city, Gran- 
field’s assistant explained that the Pres- 
ident’s speeches go out in behalf of the 
press associations just as department 
documents are sent. 

This does not mean that every wayside 
speech delivered by President Taft on 
his extensive speech-making tour is be- 
ing distributed from Washington by the 
press associations, but all of the more 
important deliverances, especially those 
that are made to bolster up the Presi- 
dent's record on the tariff, go free of 
postage charges from here:
